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City workers 
seek 15% 
salary hike 


Members of the Lompoc City Employes 
Association last night approved a resolu­ 
tion seeking a 15 per cent across the 
board salary increase for all city em­ 
ployes. 
The resolution was passed at a general 
membership meeting held in City Hall. 
About 115 of the association’s 142 mem­ 
bers were present. 
Association members 
stressed that 
their demands were being made on be­ 
half of all the city’s 200 employes and 
not association members alone. 
Officials of the group this morning 
said they would make no public state­ 
ment on the salary demands and fringe 
benefits until they could be presented to 
City Administrator 
Gene Wählers. In­ 
dications are that the formalized de­ 
mands will reach the administrator’s 
desk on Monday. 
The 
association’s 
salary demands 
come in the wake of an unprecedented 
salary demand presented formally to 
City Council last Tuesday night by a 
group which calls itself the city’s execu­ 
tives. 
A petition signed by 20 of the city’s top 
management personnel was presented to 
council by William S. Barrett, director 
of Public Works. Barrett said he had been 
asked to serve as spokesman for the 
group. The managers said they are seek­ 
ing a 12V2 per cent increase to become 
effective July 1. The managers’ petition 
made no mention of other city employes. 
The city employes had their latest 
raise last July 1. That increase came 
following a salary survey conducted by 
the firm of Griffenhagen - Kroeger, a 
financial consulting firm . The firm’s 
report was used as the basis for increas­ 
ing employe salaries from 2I 2 per cent 
to about 10 per cent, dependent upon the 
position. 
Total cost of the increases which be­ 
came effective last year was about $87,- 
000 and amounted to about 4V2 per cent 
Increase In overall payroll costs. Based 
on last year’s figures, a 15 per cent in­ 
crease would cost approximately $262,- 
300.

Egypt reports huge Israeli 
losses in latest gun duel

Egypt and Israel battled with artillery 
across the Suez Canal twice today. Egypt 
accused Israel of opening fire on civilian 
areas and said the Israelis suffered 
“ huge losses.” 
An 
Egyptian military communique 
said Israeli artillerymen resumed fir­ 
ing only an hour after United Nations ob­ 
servers had arranged a cease-fire tialt- 
ing a nearly three-hour battle,. 
The Arabs returned fire and silenced 
the Israeli guns, the communique said. 
It charged the Israelis tried to shell 
civilian population centers at Fayed 
and Kabbrit near Bitter Lake. 
The Cairo .announcement said “ huge 
losses’ ’ were inflicted on reinforcements 
the Israelis were bringing up to the canal. 
In 
Jerusalem, an Israeli military 
spokesman 
said there were no Israeli 
casualties. 
It was the 12th consecutive day of

between

and Egypt.

cused Israel of opening fire with tanks on 
civilian automobiles in Port Said and 
Qantara. 
The communique said the firing was 
halfed by a United Nations arranged 
cease-fire. 
The big gun duels spread from the en­ 
trance to Great Bitter Lakes to six miles 
south of Port Said, the communique said. 
“ Our forces used concentrated artil­ 
lery and tank fire and destroyed enemy 
tanks, artillery and fort ified positions,” 
the Cairo communique said. 
The communique 
mentioned no cas­ 
ualties on either side. 
In Cairo, Jordanian 
Premier Abdel 
Moneim El Rifai denied that King Hus­ 
sein had offered a new plan for the Mid­ 
dle East. 
“ Pro Israeli 
news agencies are at­ 
tempting to exploit Hussein’s speeches 
from Washington,” Rifai told the Egyp- 
tian newspaper Akhbar Elyoun. 
He said the six-point program Hus­ 
sein announced in Washington was “ noth­ 
ing but points already contained in the 
U.N. Security Council’s 
resolution of 
No. 22, 1967. 
“ The king never submitted any plan 
to anybody,” he said. 
There had been reports that Presi­ 
dent Garni Abdel Nasser of Egypt had 
endorsed the plan. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A sea and air 
convoy, including the battleship New Je r­ 
sey, began forming today in the Western 
Pacific to fulfill President Nixon’s pledge 
of protection for the reconnaissance 
flights he ordered resumed over the Sea 
of Japan. 
The Defense Department confirmed 
that the New Jersey, the nation’s only 
active battleship, 
and an undisclosed 
number of other ships and planes were 
being “ shifted from their previously as­ 
signed positions” to provide “ neces­ 
sary 
protection” for reconnaissance 
missions. 
Word of the new military deployment 
came only hours after President Nixon’s 
warning Friday that Américain intelli­ 
gence - gathering planes — like the Navy 
EC121 
downed Monday night by North 
Korea — no longer would be “ fair game” 
for enemy attack. 
The Pentagon declined to give any de­ 
tails of the defensive force it was as­ 
sembling, other than to report that the 
USS New Jersey “ has been diverted from 
her scheduled arrival at Long Beach, 
Calif., and is returning to the Western 
Pacific.” 
But it was known that the USS Kitty 
Hawk, one of the largest attack carriers 
in the U.S. 7th Fleet, had cut short a 
visit Wednesday to Hong Kong and pre­ 
pared to set sail. A spokesman for the 
U.S. Consul General there said one de­ 
stroyer would leave with the Kitty Hawk 
and another would follow behind. 
Two destroyers, the Tucker and the 
Dale, already were in the area where 
remnants of the downed reconnaissance 
plane were found and two other destroy­ 
ers, the Sterrett and the Mahan, report­ 
edly were on their way to join them in 
the Sea of Japan.

Tornadoes skipped across the South 
Friday, killing a Luverne, Ala., man, 
and critically injuring his wife when a 
twister destroyed their home. Two neigh­ 
bors, who lived four miles away in 
the sparcely settled area were injured. 
Thirty persons were injured, seven 
of them seriously, when a big twister 
churned through a trailer park near 
Douglas, Ga., where two other torna­ 
does 
struck within 90 minutes. Scores 
of residents of Georgia, Alabama, and 
the Carolinas were driven from their 
homes by tornadoes. 
In the upper midwest today. Spring 
floods made huge lakes of onetime lazy 
rivers and kept thousands from their 
homes. The floodwaters on the Missis­ 
sippi River had reached the Quad Cities 
area of Illinois and Iowa where moretlsan 
250 families were evacuated Friday. 
New England woke up to a spring 
snowfall that had dumped five inches 
on Greenville, Maine, and two inches 
on Niagara Falls, N.Y., by mid-morning. 
The Weather Bureau said the snow 
pattern was about 100 miles wide and 
extended 
from Northern Maine, across 
Northern New York and to Extreme 
Northern Ohio.

At the same time, U.S. headquarters 
said a column of American tanks F ri­ 
day crushed a Communist base camp 
northwest of Saigon and killed 82 guer­ 
rilla defenders. 
Front reports said the 
battle cost the United States four tanks 
and seven GIs killed. 
The battle two miles below the DMZ 
late Friday saw 150 North Vietnamese 
charge out of the jungle against U.S. Ma­ 
rines and soldiers of the U.S. 5th Mechan­ 
ized Infantry Division who drew their 
armored personnel carriers into a tight 
circle, wagon train style. 
Communist soldiers detonating the ex­ 
plosives 
strapped to their bodies de­ 
stroyed three of the armored carriers 
and blew a hole in the U.S. defense 
perimeter. 
Other 
guerrillas surged 
through. 
War communiques said the American 
soldiers called in divebombers and ar­ 
tillery strikes to help lift the siege. 
After three hours, the North Vietna­ 
mese withdrew, 
leaving behind 13 bod­ 
ies, m ilitary spokesmen said. 
TTie DMZ area fighting and the battle 
50 miles northwest of Saigon were the 
heaviest combat of the week reported 
by the U.S. command.

“ deplorable use of brute force” in break­ 
ing up a sit-in April 10. 
However, Students for a Democratic 
Society and the Afro-American Society 
said they would contimie to strike des­ 
pite the vote. 
The student vote to suspend the strike 
followed agreement by the HarvardCorp.

Dubcek said abandoned 
by friends in ouster 


PRAGUE (UPI) - Several of Alexan­ 
der Dubcek's fellow reformers 
at)an- 
doned him in the debate preceding the 
decision to drop him as Czechoslovakia’s 
Communist leader, party sources said 
today. 
No names were given but the Commu­ 
nist sources said the Soviet power play 
to remove Dubcek and replace him with 
Gustav Husak, a man more acceptable 
to the Kremlin, 
met little resistance. 
The party leadership 
Thursday an­ 
nounced the ouster of Dubcek as Com­ 
munist first secretary, crushing the rem­ 
nants of his “ experiment in democra­ 
cy.” 
According to the sources, Dubcek re­ 
tained his position in the party presi­ 
dium by “ very few votes.” The same 
power play that ousted Dubcek was re­ 
ported to have reduced the presidium 
from 21 to 11 members. 
Dubcek came to power as Communist 
leader on Jan. 5, 1968, and began an at­ 
tempt to create “ socialism with a human 
face,” allowing many of the freedoms out­ 
lawed by his Stalinist predecessor, An­ 
tonin Novotny. 
Ever since the Soviet bloc invasion 
last Aug. 20, in reply to Dubcek's lib­ 
eralization, 
Husak had been mentioned 
as a possible replacement as the na­ 
tion’s Communist leader. 
The Communist sources said Dubcek's 
announced resignation Thursday was not 
a resignation at all but the culmination 
of Soviet power play that boosted Hu­ 
sak into the leadership, ousting Dubcek. 
Husak went on nationwide television 
Friday night and said Dubcek had been 
leading Czechoslovakia into “ inevita­ 
ble catastrophe.” 
He warned against 
anti-Soviet demonstrations lest the Sov­ 
iets send more troops. 
Workers and students who had backed 
Dubcek indicated today they will take no 
immediate action to protest his ouster. 


Police in twos and threes jatrolled the 
streets to see that they don’t. 
Student leaders at Charles University 
said they had met with Dubcek suf^port- 
ers in the labor movement Friday for 
three hours and decided to form com­ 
mittees to study the situation. 
TTiey were taking a “ wait and see” at- 
iUude, they said, to see if the Husak 
regime would begin political arrests or 
purges from Communist offices* 


Husak said the anti-Soviet demonstra­ 
tions that broke out following the Czech­

U.S.S.R. March 28 were “ clearly coun­ 
ter - revolutionary acts. 
“ I am not afraid to use that expres­ 
sion,’ ’ Husak said. “ Even some members 
of this body (the central committee) 
were trying to play down the anti-Rus­ 
sian street celebrations as an ice hoc­ 
key victory over the Russians.” 
Resolutions 
from Communist orga­ 
nizations around the country to the par­ 
ty’s central committee charged Dubcek

Chancellors 
stripped 
by regents

BERKELEY, 
Calif. (UPI)- 
The University of California 
Board of Regents has voted to 
take back from the president 
and chanceloors the authority to 
make faculty appointments and 
promotions. 
The vote was regarded as a 
major victory for Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, an ex-officio regent, 
who 
strongly 
opposed 
the 
appointment 
of controversial 
Dr. Herbert Marcuse by San 
Diego Chancellor William J. 
McGill. 
The chancellors of the nine 
campuses termed the Friday 
action a vote of no confidence 
and UC President Charles J. 
Hitch said, “ You might say that 
a vote of confidence has been 
withdrawn.” 
The authority 
to hire 
and 
promote 
faculty members had 
been delegated to the chancel­ 
lors 
three 
years ago in a 
decentralization move, but cam­ 
pus 
controversies 
led some 
regents to want to take it back. 
The vote was 14 to 10 with 
Hitch and the chancellors voting 
against returning the authority 
to the regents and Reagan and 
the ex-officio members (state 
political leaders) voting for it. 
Hitch said he was “ somewhat 
puzzled by the motivation of 
those supporting the motion and 
what 
they hoped to accom­ 
plish.” 
“ I thought it was a mistake. I 
still think it’s a mistake. I think 
it will have a deleterious effect 
on hiring, but we will do our 
best to make it work,” he said. 
The new rule provides that 
chancellors must submit to the 
regents 
recommendations on 
appointments and promotions 
each month. The regents have 
ten days from their monthly 
meeting to exercise a veto. 
Hitch pointed out that since 
the regents do not meet in 
August 
and 
December, 
the 
delay on appointments could be 
as long as 70 days, long enough 
for another university to hire a 
professor in demand.

Shortage of judges in 
county creating havoc 


Superior Court judges may 
appear to some to have banker’s 
hours; but in reality, the log­ 
jam of cases is keeping them 
going from 8 a.m. often to 
late at night weekdays, and re­ 
quires weekend “ homework’* 
to catch up. 
The picture of Superior Court 
jurists was given today by close 
observers of the Santa Barbara 
Courthouse scene, following the 
collapse from overwork of Jud­ 
ge W. 
Preston Butcher, 77. 
Associates said Judge But­ 
cher, now resting at home, has 
applied lor retirement, although 
he had hoped to continue on the 
bench until his 80th year. 
With Judge Butcher on 
the 
sidelines, the county found it­ 
self two judges short today. 
Presiding Judge John T. Rich­ 
ard and fellow judges had sought 
to get the Legislature to approve 
one more position before But­ 
cher had become ill. 
The jamup would be mich 
worse if retired Judge Percy 
C. Heckendorf had not return­ 
ed for special assignment to 
hear a complicated civil suit 
that is likely to continue for 
40 days. Some felt there was 
a possibility Judge Heckendorf 
might be persuaded to remain 
on spcial assignment basis to 
help meet the growing emer­ 
gency. He had previously off­ 
ered to do so, but no court­ 
room was available for him. 
Only four regular Superior 
Court judges were available 
in Santa Barbara Courthouse 
and one in Santa Maria. 
A Courthouse official close 
to the courts said: 
“ Superior judges these days 
come in at 8:15. They handle 
adoptions, divorces, short mat­ 
ters. Then they begin trial mat 
ters, with juries often out until 
late at night. It’s not uncommon 
for a judge to be up until mid­ 
night of later. Then early to 
work the next morning. It’s a 


terrible grind. ’’ 
In Judge Butcher’;» case, he 
had attempted to carry on with 
a heavy caseload despite con­ 
tracting a heavy cold in March 
He had a severe case of the 
flu before that, and could take 
no time to rest. He collapsed 
while casting a ballot in at a 
city voting place Tuesday, af­ 
ter being on the bench all day 
Monday.

Californians whose drivers’ 
licenses will expire during the 
next five months can avoid an 
anticipated license renewal log­ 
jam by not waiting until their 
birthdays to renew their licens­ 
es.

Orr said: 
“ Regular 
California 
driv­ 
ers’ 
licenses used to be good 
for five years. But effective 
September 17, 1965, they were 
nude renewable every 
four 
years. Therefore, 
beginning 
September 17, 1969, 
the first 
group of drivers with exjnring 
four year licenses will have 
to renew and the last group of 
drivers with expiring five year 
licenses will be renewing at 
the same time. During this 
year - long perod of overlap­ 
ping, if everybody came in ex­ 
actly on his birthday when the 
renewal is due, DMV would be 
handling close to a double load 
of license renewals. We intend 
to do this with a minimum in­ 
crease in staff.*' 
Orr said tliat many motorists 
can escape the overlap period 
by renewing early. 
‘The law 
permits anyone to renew his 
license up to six months ahead 
of his 
renewal birthday’ and 
still have his new license dated 
four years from that birthday,” 
he said. “ Anyone, whether his 
license expires in four years 
or in five, can avoid congestion 
at the renewal counters by vis­ 
iting a DMV office today," he 
added. 
Orr also reminded motorists 
that any driver who renews his 
license more than 90 «lays late 
w ill automatically be given the 
road test in addition to the writ­ 
ten and eye tests, and will be 
issued a license good for only 
three years. 


Battle of 
oil slick 
continues 


Santa Barbara Coastal oil 
problems continued in the news 
on at least six different fronts 
today, ranging from Santa Barb­ 
ara to Washington, D C. 
Heading up the new activity 
was the action of District At­ 
torney David D 
Minier. He 
sent out notices he intends to 
file criminal charges against 
operators of the city wharf and 
Standard Oil Company of Calif­ 
ornia pier in Carpinteria. He 
wants the wharf and pier oper­ 
ations that service offshore oil 
leases ceased, under penalty of 
state criminal charges. They 
would be misdemeanors, but 
Minier has indicated they could 
be charged up at the rate of one 
per daily for every day the al­ 
leged public nuicance continues. 
The public nuisance allegation 
stems from actual or potential 
pollution of state waters and 
city and county beach areas are 
still blackened by oil 
which 
came ashore two months ago 
after the giant eruption from 
the Union Oil Co. well 5.5 
miles offshore. Seepages con­ 
tinue daily from the lease. 


Minier has temporarily been 
stymied in attempting to have 
Phillips 
Petroleum 
Co. and 
Humble Oil and Refining Co. 
cease their drilling operations 
in Federal waters for the same 
reasons. A Federal court hear­ 
ing is slated for April 28. 


Other developments: 
— Union Oil Co. is still ex­ 
perimenting 
pouring 
cement 
over the oil seeps on its lease. 
State 
Fish 
and 
Game 
De­ 
partment officials are observ­ 
ing the operation to make sure 
damage to marine life will not 
result. 


— An asserted leading scien­ 
tific advisor to President Nix­ 
on said in Washington he bel­ 
ieves it advisable to permit oil 
companies to drill on all 71 
Federal parcels in the chan­ 
nel. In this way, he said, pres­ 
sures could t>e reduced and fu­ 
ture problems could be met in 
a fault-ridden area where earth­ 
quakes could occur. Such drain­ 
ing of oil reserves, he said 
might be completed in 10 years. 
The identity of the scientist 
was not revealed in the Wash­ 
ington dispatch. However, 
it 
was recalled that the U.S. Geo­ 
logical Survey supervisors who 
advised this before a Senate 
hearing in Santa Barbara said 
such a program might take 
40 to 50 years. 


— Two unsuccessful

dates for City Council in the 
April 15 Santa Barbara election 
said they w ill picket Stearnes 
Wharf 
“ until 
oil operations 
there are ended.” They are 
Gerald Carr, a building cont­ 
ractor, and JohnSchaef, a house 
painter.

— Channel Islands Harbor in 
Oxnard was closed as oil slicks 
neared the entrance. The slicks 
were pushedharborwardby stiff 
winds and believed part of the 
growing slicks formed by con­ 
tinued seepage from the Union 
lease.

$200,000 repair for county road 
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New Jersey ordered 
back toward Asia 


LONG BEACH, Calif. (UPI)— 
The 
battleship 
New 
Jersey 
rushed toward Asia today to 
lend her 16-inch guns to the 
armada the Navy is assembling 
to guard its electronic recon­ 
naissance 
planes 
off 
North 
Korea. 
Hundreds of relatives of the 
1,600 man crew who expected to 
welcome them in Long Beach 
today were left waiting and 
disappointed. 
The 
Navy’s 
announcement 
Friday that the world's only 
active 
battleship 
had 
been 
diverted because of the Korean 
crisis came only 15 hours be­ 
fore she was to dock before 
cheering 
crowds 
and 
brass 
bands at her home port. 
The 58,000 ton vessel was due 
home from a seven month tour 
of 
duty 
hurling 
shells 
at 
Communist installations along 
the coasts of North and South 
Vietnam. 
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Broun Rd. in the Guadalupe 
area 
is one of lesser-known 
county roads. 
It is used by some farmers, 
and a sand-mining 
company, 
for the most part. 
But today the county faces 
having to spend more than $200,- 
000 to bring the road up to stan­ 
dards after heavy truck use on 
it since a sand-mining permit 
was granted by the Board of 
Supervisors in 1967. 
Road Commissioner l.eland 
Steward had estimated that road 
re[>air costs on the 2.4 mile 
route would be extremely heavy 
if big sand trucks carting Gua­ 
dalupe Dunes sand from mine 
to railroad spur in Guadalujie 


were to traverse it. 
Steward 
had 
recommended 
that the California Sand Co. be 
requested to pay for about half 
of such costs. But arguments 
were presented by the company 
and by persons in the area op­ 
posing placing financial han­ 
dicaps on new industries. The 
supervisors voted against re­ 
quiring the company to juy for 
road upkeep on the basis of these 
pleas. 
Steward said the lightly-built 
road, which was intended for 
extremely heavy loads, has now 
broken down completely in por­ 
tions. A new roadbed area would 
be cheaper than wholesale, con­ 
tinuous patching, he felt.

Merger of major Protestant 
denominations, on a national 
level, is years away at best. But 
local churches need not wait. 
They can begin now to practice 
Christian unity at the grass 
roots. 
That, 
in 
essence, 
is 
the 
position taken by leaders of nine 
Protestant 
bodies 
who 
are 
conducting snail&*pace merger 
negotiations in a forum called 
The 
Consultation on Church 
Union (COCU). 
At 
its 
recent 
meeting in 
Atlanta, Ga», COCU adopted a 
set of guidelines for interchurch 
action at the local level. 
The guidelines suggest ways 
in which churches of different 
denominations, 
serving 
the 
same 
community, 
may pool 
their resources or even unite 
without waiting for their parent 
bodies to work out all of the 
details of a national merger. 
One suggestion, which should 
be fairly easy to put into effect, 
is for two or more neighboring 
churches 
to 
carry out joint 
programs of study or service. 
For 
example, 
a 
Methodist 
church, an Episcopal church 
and 
a 
Presbyterian church 
could jointly sponsor an inner 
city mission which no one of 
them could handle alone. 
Another possibility is for two 
or 
more churches of different 
denominations 
to 
share 
a 
professional 
staff m em ber- 
such as a director of religions 
education—who would serve the 
needs of both congregations. Or, 
going one step further, they 
could jointly support a clergy­ 
man engaged in a special kind 
of ministry—for example, to 
unchurched young people in the 
community, or to residents of 
homes for the aged. 
A 
third 
suggestion 
from 
COCU calls for joint use of 
building facilities “ to eliminate 
costly duplication.” When two 
churches 
stand 
practically 
cheek 
by 
jowl, 
it 
seems 
waste ful for both of them to 
build specialized facilities such 
as parish halls or kitchens, 
which are used for only an hour 
or so each week. 
In fact, with a will to do so, 
several churches of different 
denominations could work out 
mutually 
agreeable schedules 
for sharing an entire plant,

BELFAST, Northern Ire­ 
land—(NEA i—Snorting hell- 
fire serm ons with the zest of 
a S o u t h e r n Evangelist, 
A m erican-trained Dr. I a n 
Paisley sees himself and his 
followers as the last line of 
defense of a tiny Protestant 
island in a sea of Roman 
Catholicism that threatens to 
engulf Northern Ireland 


Dr. Paisley, who studied 
at sem inaries in Illinois and 
Colorado and got his doctor­ 
ate of divinity at South Caro­ 
lina’s Bob Jones University, 
c o m b i n e s a hard-hitting 
Billy Sunday-like style with 
boundless energy and zeal as 
he leads his supporters into 
battle against the forces of 
the independent republic of 
Southern Ireland, w h o s e 
Catholic bishops (the N orth­ 
erners claim ) plot unceas­ 
ingly to reclaim the ‘six lost 
counties” of Northern Ire­ 
land for Rome. 


The Paisleyites, as t h e y 
c a l l them selves, are also 
dead set against the politi­ 
cians in London (Harold Wil­ 
son is a Vatican stooge, they 
say) and the British Press 


O rchestrating the w h o l e 
conspiracy 
is 
“ Old 
R e d 
Socks,” himself, as Dr. P ais­ 
ley calls the Pope. 


Dr. Paisley, who is 42. and 
who has the build of a w rest­ 
ler, would be laughed at in 
any other part of the British 
Isles. But in Northern Ire­ 
land “ Doc” and his anti- 
Papist 
obsessions 
are 
no 
laughing m atter. 


Northern Ireland is a dis­ 
turbed area. It has the big­ 
gest rate of unemployment 
in the United Kingdom with 
three men out of work in 
Belfast 
for 
every 
jobless 
man elsewhere. 


Its politics are more cor­ 
rupt than anvwhere else in 
the kingdom. To vote in the 
local elections one must own 
property or pay for the right, 
with the result that some 
businessmen have as many 
as 18 votes while a third of 
the eligible population have 
none. 


On top of this, Northern 
Ireland 
is experiencing 
a 
population 
explosion, 
t h e 
most com bustible part of the 
populace being the Catholics. 


Although the Catholics num ­ 
ber only one-third of N orth­ 
ern Ireland’s 1.5 million in­ 
habitants, Catholic children 
are beginning to outnum ber 
P rotestants in m any schools. 


The Paisleyite fears that 
Rome will eventually over­ 
take the Protestants and en­ 
gulf them are real indeed. 
By playing upon these fears, 
Paisley has created a situa­ 
tion bordering on civil war. 


Street riots in Belfast, Lon­ 
donderry and Arm agh have 
been sparked by university 
students under the battle cry 
of “ one 
man, 
one vote ” 
Cars have been overturned 
and set afire, skulls cracked, 
arrests m ade 


The disturbed s t a t e of 
Northern Ireland is of vital 
concern to Am erican busi­ 
nessm en, who have invested 
m ore than $200 million there 
in new plants and equipm ent 
in the past 10 years. A m eri­ 
can firm s have helped to 
create 60.000 new jobs in 
Northern Ireland 


The Am ericans were lured 
to Northern Ireland w i t h 
prom ises of generous grants 
tor plants and m achinery, 
plus housing priority for key 
workers. 
Many firm s now 
feel tiiat these advantages 
are m ore than offset by the 
atm osphere of civil strife

future. One is Captain T er­ 
ence O’Neill, 54. who has 
been prim e m i n i s t e r of 
Northern Ireland since 1963. 
(When Southern Ireland won 
its 
independence 
in 
1920, 
Northern Ireland was given 
a m easure ot 
self-govern- 
m e n t, 
including its own 
prim e m inister and a parlia­ 
ment with limited powers.) 


O’Neill, who is descended 
from the old kings of North­ 
ern Ireland, c a m e within 
1,500 votes of being ousted 
by 
Paisley in an election 
held early this year. A mod­ 
erate who has t r i e d 
to 
placate the Catholic minor­ 
ity, O’Neill’s position is now 
r e g a r d e d as extremely 
shaky. 


But by all odds, the man 
of the hour is Dr. Paisley. 
Although 
he 
publicly 
de­ 
plores violence, the six-foot, 
210-pounder has seen more 
than his share of it in recent 
years. 


In 1966 he was jailed lor 
90 days after l e a d i n g a 
rowdy m arch through the 
Catholic district of Belfast. 
Currently he is out on bail 
with 
another 
three-month 
sentence hanging over his 
head for his part in a riotous 
assem bly last November. 


Even his enem ies adm it 
that Dr. Paisley is a spell­ 
binder. There is the sam e 
pithiness, the sam e down- 
to-earth humor, for which 
Billy Sunday was famous, 
and the sam e repetition of 
key phrases. 


His 
money-raising 
tech­ 
niques, however, recall those 
of the late Sister Aimee Mae- 
Pherson, of Angelus Temple, 
Los Angeles, who used to 
complain that the sound of 


coins dropping in the collec­ 
tion plate gave her a head­ 
ache, which could he soothed 
only b\ the rustle of dollar 
bills. Or. Paisley uses plas­ 
tic buckets for his collec­ 
tions, and on at least one oc­ 
casion 
recently 
requested 
paper currency only. 


Thanks to generous collec­ 
tions the “ Doc” is now build 
ing a $600,000 tabernacle, 
which will seat 2,500, in the 
Ravenhill R o a d working- 
class suburb of Belfast. 


Dr. Paisley pursued his 
studies in the United States 
at the Pioneer Theological 
Sem inary in Rockford, III., 
and the Burton College and 
S e m i n a r y 
at 
Manitou 
Springs, Colo. As for his con­ 
nection with Bob Jones Uni­ 
versity, it is so close that 
when Paisley stood for elec­ 
tion to the Northern Ireland 
Parliam ent his friend, Bob 
Jones Jr., flew over to cam ­ 
paign for him. 


The 1961 census shows that 
there were then just over 
1,0(K) m em bers of Paisley’s 
church. A recent survey in­ 
dicates that “ Doc” now has 
200,000 followers. 


In the coming months, as 
Northern Ireland politicians 
struggle to solve the unem­ 
ployment problem 
and to 
hold the Catholic population 
explosion in check, Dr. Ian 
Paisley will be the man to 
watch. He and his Paisley­ 
ites have it in their power 
to p l u n g e this depressed 
area into a fratricidal strife 
that will be felt not only on 
both sides of the border di­ 
viding Northern I r e l a n d 
from the Irish republic, but 
in every part of the British 
Isles.

TV IN REVIEW 


By RICK DU BROW 
HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - The 
latest issue of "Action," the 
magazine of theDirectorsGuild 
of America, contains a special 
report on "Television Drama— 
The Unkept Promise.” 
And a major article in this 
report is a conversation with 
one of the chief figures of 
video’s early days, Worthington 
C. Miner, described by "A c­ 
tion” as "creator, 
producer, 
writer, 
catalyst and idea man 
for a host of memorable tele­ 
casts. His dramatic series Stu­ 
dio One’ provided much of the 
luster of television’s golden 
age.” 
Miner, now president of the 
American academy of Drama­ 
tic Arts, discussed television 
drama with theGuild’s Franklin 
Heller, 
and 
following 
are 
excerpts from their conversa­ 
tion: 
Question: When didtelevision 
really break through? 
Answer: The World Series of 
1947 really blew the lid oil. it 
forced CBS, within a very short 
time, to abandon its Insistence 
on starting with color and to 
recognize that public demand 
for 
television was going to 
make it essential to get into the 
picture. 


Q .; What was your approach 
to television drama-* 
A : My wnole decision regard­ 
ing the training of directors and 
the selection of actors, was that 
primarily 
. . . the prime 
capacity of television was as a 
reporter. Therefore there was a 
tremendous accent on integrity 
of performance . . . 
Q : What started the decline 
of live television drama-’ 
A : I think clearly it was " I 
Love Lucy.” There was nothing 
against it, but the evil of " I 
Love Lucy” was that it started 
the trek to the West Coast. T hat 
meant 
that 
control 
of 
the 
program was taken away from 
the creative people and put 
back into the control of the 
agencies. From this time on, 
television just started to go 
down hill.

move of TV to Hollywood0 
A.:

astute 
observer recognized 
the pro­ 
found danger to all responsible 
programming in a wholesale 
surrender of theater standards.

Well, another April 15 is past, and the “ taxpayers’ revolt’’ 
that former Secretary of the Treasury Joseph Barr warned 
about last January has yet to materialize. 
If there is a revolt at all, it is going on at the local level, 
where fed-up taxpayers are voting down school levies and 
municipal issues — understandable but short-sighted behavior 
which in the long run will only harm them, their children and 
their communities. 
There is, however, growing awareness among Americans 
that their long-held belief in the essential fairness of the fed­ 
eral income tax laws is mistaken. Rather than being a pro­ 
gressive system, which takes most from those who earn the 
most, it is actually quite otherwise. 
Although they were not designed that way, the tax laws in 
practice work to make the rich richer because of a variety of 
loopholes, dodges and shelters. 
In 1966, four Americans with incomes over $5 million paid 
not one cent in federal income taxes. In 1968, 381 persons 
with incomes in excess of $100,000 paid no taxes. 
These are 
rare exceptions, perhaps. But consider this: 
More than 1,000 persons with incomes over $200,000 paid 
the same proportion of their total income in taxes as did the 
typical person in the $15,000 to $20,000 income group. 
The majority of taxpayers in the $500,000 to $1 million 
income group paid as small a proportion of their incomes in 
taxes as did most taxpayers in the $20,000 to $50,000 cate­ 
gory, and those with incomes of more than $5 million paid only 


half as much tax, proportionately, as those with one-tenth as 
much income. 
Even more significant is the fact that taxlessness among 
those with incomes of more than $1 million has increased 
five-fold in the past 12 years, according to Philip M. Stern, au­ 
thor of “ The Great Treasury Raid.” For those with incomes 
greater than $200,000, taxlessness has increased seven-fold. 
Tax loophole serve a purpose and each can undoubtedly be 
justified. 
Cities, 
for instance, might have a difficult time 
selling municipal bonds if the low, but tax-exempt, interest 
they pay were to be made taxable. 
But there is something'seriously amiss with a system that 
can take more from an individual on the poverty level than it 
does from a millionaire, that can even enable a man to report 
a negative income on paper when his actual income is in the 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 
Perhaps the most striking example of how this can be done 
is to borrow money to invest in real estate, claim the allowed 
depreciation (even though the property may actually be increas­ 
ing in value) and use this “ loss,” plus the deducted interest 
on the loan to offset other income. 
Every dollar in taxes avoided by the wealthy is nothing else 
but a dollar in subsidy paid by the nonwealthy to support the 
wealthy. There should at the very least be some way to gauge 
— and fairly tax — the real earnings of every citizen. 
But there will not be until and unless enough aggreived citiz­ 
ens demand it. 
Peru dispute 


On the face of it, the Hickenlooper Amendment to the foreign 
aid laws seems logical. 
The amendment, named after its sponsor, the retired sena­ 
tor from Iowa, requires the United States to cut off foreign 
aid to any government which does not pay fair compensation 
six months after it expropriates the property or facilities of 
U S businesses. 
In practice, as shown by the current imbroglio with Peru, 
what the amendment really does is paint the United States 
into a corner and virtually tie the hands of the president. 
In this case, the dispute is over Peru’s seizure of the fa­ 
cilities of the International Petroleum Co., a subsidiary of 
Standard Oil of New Jersey — in particular, the exact amount 
of the reimbursement and a claim of $690 million against the 
company for its “ illegal enrichment” at the expense of Peru 
over the past 40 years or so. 
If this were a world of black and white, the Hickenlooper 
Amendment might make sense. But things are always more 
complicated than they seem. 
As a recent appeal by 135 American religious and lay volun- 


teers working with the Peruvian people put it: 
“The Hickenlooper Amendment . . . cutting off all aid to 
Peru, is unwise in its automatic aspects and ignores the particu­ 
lar situation, state of mind and needs of developing countries 
United States aid, which should be given as a matter of 
simple justice instead of being tied to narrow United States 
corporate or national interests, would better be channeled 
through international agencies.” 
The United States is reaping in Latin America the Conse­ 
quences of decades of devotion to the principle that “the busi- 
iness of America is business.” In turn, the military junta now 
in power in Peru is riding the crest of popular revulsion against 
“Yankee imperialism.” 
By ruling that the process for reconciling the dispute has 
not been exhausted, the administration has wisely bought a few 
more months* time before the aid cutoff is to be applied. 
But should negotiations fail, we stand to lose far more than 
Peru, and far more than mere money, if the iron-bound reflex 
written into the Hickenlooper Amendment is permitted to come 
into play.

This column mentioned not long ago 
seeing a militant clique at the Univer­ 
sity of Maimi which, borrowing the 
vicious nonsense from the degenerate 
Zero Dimension Group in Japan, boast­ 
ed that it can reach the true nature of 
things through pornography. Nearly all 
these destroyers were on the campus at 
the taxpayers' expense. Don’t the univ­ 
ersity authorities have some duty to 
throw them out? 
At Berkeley, California, I saw the 
“ soul” brothers and sisters of these 
Harvard Yard and Miami hippies run 
up the flags of the Soviet Union, Cas­ 
tro’s Cuba, Red China and North Viet­ 
nam. What nation is it that is protest­ 
ing them? Under the flags of nations 
they would be shot dead, and on the 
spot. 
You always have more respect for 
the other fellow once you have tried 
to do his job. 
Whose job have they 
tried to do? Mere complaining is the 
world’s greatest unskilled occupation. 
The reaction is inescapable; deep in their 
hearts they’re really afraid— afraid— 
to compete. They're afraid to compete in 
life; they’re even afraid to compete in 
college. Have you noticed how few go 
out for any kind of competitive athletics? 
What they should be taught to remem­ 
ber about education and its institutions 
in general is the primary meaning of 
the word “ education.” It is “ to draw 
out.” A fundamental principle of edu­ 
cation should be to teach the meaning 
of excellence, the first-rate; to instruct 
the student that it is his business to 
learn what is first rate and to pursue 


it— not only in the job or profession 
by which he earns his living but in all 
the great fields of life and, above all, 
in living. 
It is hard to tell who is more to 
blame for this mess in Harvard Vard 


and elsewhere— the tragic students or 
their twisted buddy-buddy faculty mem­ 
bers who are failing to teach them to 
think.

Import curbs 


WASHINGTON (NEA) 
Inflation clearly has become the great 
bugaboo of the Nixon administration’s 
early montlis, yet the President seems 
ready to propose textile imi>ort quotas 
which could make it a good deal worse. 
Economic special­ 
ists 
suggest 
that 
prices on clothing 
and on fabrics for 
home 
furnishings 
m a y bound upward 
from 15 to 25 per 
cent, if European and 
other nations export­ 
ing textiles to Amer­ 
ica agree to the “ vol- 
A 
untary” quotas Nixon 
W 
appears to be seek­ 
ing. 
But the danger is much greater than 
that. The countries exporting to us can­ 
not be expected to agree to curb their 
shipments of manmade fibers (cotton 
textiles already are under voluntary re­ 
striction as result of a John F. Ken­ 
nedy move), without drawing some of our 
economic blood in return. 
If Commerce Secretary Maurice Stans’ 
mid-April visit to Europe starts us to­ 
ward quota talks in Geneva, as present­ 
ly indicated, then we may look for hard 
retaliation. 
Even without any proposal from us on 
textiles, the European Economic Com­ 
munity has for months been on the verge 
of applying a so cial tax to oil seed 
products from abroad. This would strike 
directly at our $500 million yearly ex­ 
port of soybean items to Europe. 
Our total annual export of soybean 
products is more than double that figure, 
and our market might suffer still more 
if other nations joined Europe in re­ 
taliatory moves. 
Indeed, as has been noted in this col­ 
umn in months past, the whole push in 
Congress and beyond toward greater pro­ 
tectionism in the foreign trade field is a 
monumental threat to U S. agriculture 
generally. 
We export 45 per cent of our yearly 
soybean output, 50 per cent of the wheat 
crop, 60 per cent of our rice, more 
than 40 per cent of marketed feed grains, 
36 per cent of the tobacco crop and rough­ 


ly 30 per cent of U. S cotton output. 
One sees the matter most clearly when 
it is understood that one-quarter of all 
this nation’s harvested-crop acreage is 
presently cultivated for foreign markets. 
Those countries include many among 
the sizable list which sells us textiles 
and counts heavily upon those sales. 
Even without any retaliatory restric­ 
tion by them, their ability to buy farm 
and other products from us would be 
impaired if quotas on textiles should be 
accepted. They need dollars to buy from 
us. 
It is plain, then, that any protection­ 
ist quotas which either lead to retalia­ 
tion or diminish foreigners’ ability to 
buy here could have enormous reper­ 
cussions in the U. S. farm economy — 
and beyond. 
Reduced overseas markets for U. S. 
crops would send the farmers clamoring 
to the administration for backup financi­ 
al support. Any such added federal out­ 
lays would only further fuel inflation­ 
ary fires. 
Moreover, there is no real indication 
that the President could halt the pro­ 
tectionist drive by moving on the tex­ 
tile front. New voluntary quotas on steel 
imports were agreed to by other coun­ 
tries late last year, and a flood of 
protectionist proposals in other industri­ 
al fields is engulfing Congress. 
One of the worst aspects of the w h o 1 e 
perilous matter is that the textile indus­ 
try has not made out a good case for 


general damage from imports. A U. S. 
Tariff Commission study published in 
1968 said U. S. producers have enjoyed 
unparalleled growth since the 1960s and 
that corporate profits —along with sales, 
employement and investment — had in­ 
creased. 
According to some sources, textile 
industry profits in the first nine months 
of 1968 are said to have risen 35 per 
cent. 
And, while imports are indeed growing 
rather rapidly, they still represent a 
small part of the American market 
(5.2 per cent of its wearing apparel 
in 1966). Much of the imported mater­ 
ial, furthermore, requires additional 
processing in the United States.
